Com pi elu Victory for Frcnr.h. 


• Cape Town. Jan. 2.— A report has 
reached here from Colesburg that Gen. 
French has occupied the town, having- 
gained a complete victory over ':he 
Boers, whom he took by surprise on 
Sunday morning, turning their flank 
and driv._g them in precipitate flight 
toward Ruenosterfpntein and the Oor- 
logs river. 


Gen. 
French left Rensburg, whence 


the Boers were driven Sunday, 'after 
midnight, with his whole force of in- 
fantry, 
cavalry 
and 
artillery, 
and 


marched toward Colesburg with the in- 
tention oi: turning the right flank of 
the Boers, who. had occupied the town. 
In order to execute the movement with 
the greatest celerity, the infantry were 
transported in wagons. 


About daybreak French's force came 


within range o£ the Boars, and a feint 
was made by the infantry and .field 
batteries, who made a pretended attack 
on the enemy'r, fron . 


In the meanwhile the Cavalry and 


light .artillery executed a flank move- 
ment, completely surprising the Boers 
and- threatening to take them in the 
rear. This threw the enemy into con- 
fusion^ and they fled in disorder, tak-
